NEW YORK — Converted from an 
abandoned bathroom, the radioisotope 
laboratory at the Bronx Veterans Ad-, 
ministration hospital was far from fnn- 
•cy. 

“We were deep in the basement, 
with an ugly, broken concrete floor," 
recalled". Drr Bernard Roswit, who set 
up the lab in 1946. “We had no money, 
so I got the. Masons of the Bronx to 
give too SS',000 to buy our first Geiger 
counter and other equipment." 

The lab’s work was. earnest - — diag- 
nosing and treating veterans for can- 
cer, thyroid problems, skin injuries and 
blood disorders — and a diagnostic 
_.tcchniquc_dcvciopcd.by. the. resident 


physicist, Rosalyn Yalow, eventually 
won die Nobel Prize in medicine. 

Now, fullowing disclosures of ques- 
tionable experiments by other agencies 
and universities, the federal govern- 
ment is scrutinizing radioactive isotope 
research performed in the Bronx - and at 
other VA hospitals. The House Com- 
mittee on Veterans Affairs holds a 
hearing on the research Tuesday, and 
Yalow may be asked to testify, accord- 
ing to committee aide John Brizzi. 

The VA helped pioneer the use of 
radioisotopes to diagnose and treat a 
wide variety of ailments, including 
dysfunctional thyroids, brain tumors 
and leukemia. Radioisotopes arc ra : 
dioactive forms of common elements 
that concentrate in a given tissue, fluid 
or organ, making them easy to trace. 

This- early research laiit the founda- 
tions for nuclear medicine, used wide- 
ly today to detect and treat cancer, 
neurological ailments, and many other 
disorders.

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — Byron 
Dc La Beckwith, the bombastic 
racist who eluded justice for 30 
years, was convicted Saturday of 
murdering civil rights leader 
Medgar Evers in 1963. 

He was immediately sentenced to 
life in prison. 

.. Beckwith,. who. escaped. convic-. 
tion by two all-white juries in 1964, 
- appeared to smile slightly as- he was 
booked al the Hinds County jail fol- 
lowing his conviction by a jury of 
eight blacks and four whites. 

The verdict sent up a cheer 
among the mostly black crowd 
attending the trial, and brought a 
close to one of the longest and most 
painful sagas of the 1960s civil 
rights movement. 

“It’s been a long journey," Evers' 
widow, Myrlic Evers, said in an 
emotional and joyful statement after 
the verdict. “Medgar," she added, 
eyes heavenward, “I've gone the 
last mile.” 

Mrs. Evers, usually a rock of 
composure, broke into tears after the 
verdict was read. She clasped- the 
band of her daughter, Reena Evers- 
Everett, while her son, Darrell 
Kenyatta Evers, clapped in jubila- 

Ms. Evers-Everett, who was 8 
/hen her father was slain outside 
heir Ja'ckson home, later stood 
cforc reporters and, like her mother 
cforc her, addressed her late. father. 
"Hi daddy/' she said in a voice 
hoked with emotion. "We did it." 
She said the pain of her father’s 
leach "cannot be erased ... but now 
t can be soothed.

They are 
widely expected to appeal.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Social 
Security is paying hundreds of mil- 
lions- of dollars in disability benefits 
to alcoholics and drug addicts, who 
tom around and" spend the money on 
heroin, cocaine and other illegal 
drugs, congressional investigators 
say. 

‘A'ccordihg to' a" rcpcfM issued, by 
Sen. Bill Cohen, R- Maine, more' than' 
250,000 drug addicts arid alcoholics 
collected $1.4 billion in disability 
benefits from Social Security last 
year. 


Fewer than a third, or 78,000. are 
required to receive substance abuse 
treatment and have someone else — a. 
representative payee’ — collect their 
; monthly check on their behalf. 

Even. then, investigators found 
widespread abuse: Only 15.7(H) were 


in treatment and sonic representative 
payees were addicts themselves or 
bartenders, liquor store owners and 
hotel managers. "Each month, the 
government is giving vulnerable peo- 
ple the money to .poison and kill 
themselves," says Cohen.

Tokyo gangsters, facing change 
at home, look to U.S. as market 


. TOKYO (AP) — In Japan, they’re 
'.‘Thtr Violent Ones." 

But for American investigators, 
they’re becoming the quiet ones, the 
ones to watch. 

Whether through blue-chip real es- 
tate deals in California, cozy little 
gnmbling clubs in Ncw-York or drug 
pipelines iqto Hawaii, Japuncsc crime 
organizations arc silently taking a 
slake' in America, say authorities in 
Tokyo and Washington. 

Though still only a blip on Jim 
Moody’s radar screen, they’ve landed 
~ on' his'targcHist~av-FBl-nssistnnt-di — 
rector for orgaoized crime, especially 
in view of the American friends they 
arc making. “We’ve seen the 
Japa'ncse networking with the Cosa 
Nostra," Moody said. "We’re taking a 
look at it." He wouldn't elaborate. 

Law enforcement got lucky recent- 
ly, landing a big fish on Honolulu’s 
Waikiki Beach, a Tokyo crime boss 
caught in a trans-Pacific drug sting. 
He faces sentencing in April, and" 
U.S. authorities hope their catch im- 
prcsscs, other Japanese mobsters. 

But more often, American investi- 
gators arc frustrated as they try to 
track Japanese criminals and their 
money. Japanese police often with- 
hold intelligence on criminals from 
the Americans, and Japan lacks, the 
kind of laws against money launder- 
ing that enable U.Si investigators to 
trace dirty dollars and prosecute their 
owners. 

The “yakuza" — the crime groups 
the police here call "boryokudan," the 
violent ones — arc a dark reflection 
of -Japanese society itself: highly or- 
ganized, traditional and not really so 


violent compared with the homicidal 
gangsters of Colombia, Italy or 
America. 

Their gambling, extortion, prostitu- 
tion and other rackets long flourished 
because of government neglect. Bui 
now they have a problem, a modes! 
new imti-yiikuza law that chips away 
at their ability to organize. 

The National Police Agency says 
thousands of yakuza members — of 
ah estimated 64,(XK) in 1991 — have 
quit their organizations because of the 
law. The statute, at the same time, is 
prompting-yakuKtt-groups-lo--look- 
abrond for new opportunities. 

"The boryokudan have been a very 
domestic thing, but now they’re 
changing their character," said Hiroa- 
ki Tashiro, the police agency’s super- 
intendent for organized crime control. 
"It's natural for them to make their 
way abroad — if we cannot keep up 
with them." 

And dearly, he said, they, are mak- 
ing (heir way to America. " . 

Even before the 1992 anli-yakuza 
law, Japanese crime groups were be- 
lieved to be putting profits into U.S. 
real estate, both to "clean” the money 
through a paper trail of legitimate 
sources and to put it to work. 

A U.S. Senate investigation has 
concluded that "hundreds of millions 
of dollars” of yakuza proceeds have 
poured into hotels, golf courses and 
other U.S. investments. Probably 50 
major properlics-in Hawaii arc owned 
by Japanese criminals, one yakuza as- 
sociate testified before the Senate in- 
vestigations panel. 

U.S.-authorities have.somclimcs 
sharpened the focus: 


• In 1991, the U.S. Commonwealth 
of the Northern Mariana Islands, in 
the western Pacific, rejected a 
Japanese company’s plan for a $300 
million casino on Tinian island be- 
cause of, strong suspicions it was 
yakuza money. Private Japanese gam- 
bling clubs that dot midtown Manhat- 
tan arc also believed to be backed by 
yakuza groups. 

• Last October, a company with al- 

leged yakuza tics pleaded guilty to 
U.S. money-laundering charges in a 
$780 million swindle in Japan involv- 
-ing-fraudulenl g ol£.cIuh.iucmbcr-_.| 
ships. The charges related to $260 
million transferred to U.S. soil. j 

• A Los Angeles Times report July 
' said federal agents were invesiigating 
'allegations that Japanese tycoon' Mi- 
noru Isutani laundered criminal funds 
via his $841 million purchase of Cali- 
fornia’s famed Pebble Beach golf 
course in 1990. He sold it in 1992. 
Charges have not been filed. 

Successful investigations are rare. 
Japan generally does not consider 
movement of "dirty" money to be a 
crime itself. As a result, U.S. money- 
laundering investigations mostly stall 
when they reach Japan, since police 
here cannot pursue the paper-trail. 

The Japanese government did re- 
cently Criminalize, the laundering of 
drug money, but that law has yet to be 
tested. 

Japanese privacy laws, meanwhile, 
often keep police from divulging in- 
telligence about criminals. They can- 
not tell U.S. investigators whether a 
•suspect businessman has a criminal 
_iecord unless a specific.. U.S. c rim e is 
alleged.

Like most new ventures, it 
will strengthen not only Twin Falls’ 
economy, but also the economy of the 
whole Magic Valley. 

The company’s relocation decision last 
week is a heady triumph for the area’s 
economic talent scouts. Much credit goes 
to Dave McAlindin, economic develop- 
ment director for the city of Twin Falls,

Lawmakers not likely to discard old sex statute

BOISE - By all rights, Blaine County 
Prosecutor Fritz Haemmcrle says, Gregorio 
Ruiz should have been charged with rape. 

On a cold December night in 1992; Ruiz 
broke into an 18-year-old woman’s house in 
Hailey, held her down, and forced her to 
have anal sex. She tentatively Identified Ruiz 
-'jis-hcr- attacker, he was arresicd; a few days 
'later in Arco,.and genetic tests ultimately in- 
dicated he was her attacker. 


An open-and-shut case? Hardly. More than 
a year later, Ruiz has yet to be sentenced for 
the crime; he pleaded guilty just a few weeks 
ago, after months of defense motions that, 
ended only when the genetic tests came back. 

The problem,‘HacmmerIc says, is that Ruiz 
couldn’t be charged, with rape under Idaho 
law. The slate’s female rape law bans only 
forcible vaginal intercourse. 

Instead, Ruiz was charged with commit- 
ting an "infamous crime-against nature,” a 
vague and rather dusty provision of the Idaho 
criminal code.

WASHINGTON - With all the talk in 
Washington about land reform and policy, it 
is easy to forget that any change depends on ■ 
the people in the field.

i>n lv to homosexuality and bestiality. 

But it covers much more than that.* 

All oral sex and anal sex - helcro- 
scxual, homosexual, forced, consen- 
sual or marital - technically consti- 
tutes an “infamous crime againsl na- 
ture” and carries a prison sentence of 
anywhere from five years to life, 
judges have rdlkd. 

The broadness of the infamous 
crime againsl nature statute makes it a 
valuable law-eriforeement tool, say 
many prosecutors. But civil-liberties 
advocates say the slate has no busi- 
— ness criminalizing private, consensual 
sexual practices. 

“Many of the everyday sexual prac- 
tices of average Idahoans could poten- 
tially be construed as ’crimes against 
nature’,’’ said Holgcr Uhl, Statchouse 
lobbyist for rit^Amcrican Civil Liber- 
ties Union of Idaho. 

Uhl said the ACLU would have no 
problem if the law criminalized only 
forced sexual acts, in cases such as 
• Ruiz’s. But Ibe-lack of-an-cxcmption- 
for consensual sex, be said, “pushes 
the law into Idaho’s bedrooms.” 

"It makes behavior criminal which 
in and of itself docs'not harm another 
person or force a person lo act unwill- 
ingly in any way,” he said. “Il micro- 
manages conduct that most people 
. consider personal and private enough 
not lo talk about in public.” 

‘Poor substitute' 

The infamous crime against nature 
— law-bas-rcmainaLvirtuailyamchangcd. 
' since" 1 86T, when it was enacted by 
the Territorial Legislature. At least 24 
other states have similar laws, but 
they gcncrallyuue- more specific than 
Idaho's, and many exempt sex acts 
between spouses or consenting adults. 

Steve Tobiason, chief of legislative 
and public affairs for Attorney Gener- 
al Larry EchoHawk, said the infa- 
mous crime against nature law is al- 
most always used. when, for one rea- 
son or another, the- rape law doesn’t 
apply. 

Tobiason said as far as he knows, 
no one has been prosecuted for con- 
sensual oral or anal scx.for years, if 
not decades, and prosecutors would 
be reluctant to bring such a charge. 

“Even if the (prosecutor) agrees 
that the conduct is wrong, you hnycto

(defense) motions that the law was 
void for vagueness, that it was uncon- 
stitutional because the sex was con- 
sensual, and so on,” he said. “My 
chief dcputy.spcnt a Jot of time on this . 
case that was needless.” 

Rape laws 

Ironically, he added, a male rape 
law enacted in 1993 clearly states that 
rape includes oral and anal penetra- 
tion, even though female rape is far 
more common Ilian male rape. 

Updating the female rape law - it- 
self a relic of Idaho’s early days - 
would weaken the rationale for keep- 
ing the infamous crime against’ nature 
law on the books, Hacmmerlc said. 
But others say the law is valuable as 
an official disapproval of homosexu- 
ality. 

For example, Idaho Citizens Al- 
liance Chairman Kelly Walton cited 
the law last November in defending 
the ICA’s initiative lo prohibit local 
gay-rights laws'and limit discussion 
of homosexuality in public schools. 

After Attorney General Larry 
EchoHawk called the ICA initiative 
unconstitutional, Walton said the 
group was “simply trying to prevent 
this felony from being promoted to 
Idaho's school children.” 

“Incredibly, EchoHawk maintains il 
is unconstitutional to do so,” Walton 
said in a statement calling for Ihe at- 
torney general's resignation. “It is in- 
deed ironic that u.man.sworn lo up- 
hold and enforce our stale's laws is . 
turning his back on this oaf."

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Homeowner evicted after feuding with renters 


KELSO, Wash. (AP) — A woman 
who feuded with die tenants occupy inc 
her home has been evicted from the 
living quarters she made for herself in 
her garage lo save money. 

Mary Jane Billman, 58, who has had 
emotional problems for al least six 
years, was forced by city officials 
Friday to leave her converted living 
quarter and stay the (light at 
Community House, a shelter for the 

homeless. 

“They lucked out. They found a 
sucker. They're going to end up living 
in my house while I; end up in 
Community House," Billntan said 
shortly before the eviction. 

"Now I know what senior citizens 
' fed like when they gel kicked out of 
their homes," she said Saturday. "I am 


grateful I had a place lo sleep, but I 
wasn’t complaining where I was sleep- 
ing before.” 

Her garage consists of three rooms 
with a toilet, sink, bed and micowave 
oven. Carpets cover parts of the con- 
crete floor amid an obstacle course of 
furniture, boxes, books, stuffed ani- 
mals and bric-a-brac! Blankets cover 
broken windows and doorways, exten- 
sion cords provide wiring and electric 
and propane heaters create all-ioo- 
small pockets of warmth. 

“That is not a dwelling. It’s a 
garage," says Don Harris, city housing 
code enforcement officer. "I feel for 
the lady) but I deal with substandard 
housing all the time. 

“People think we’re booting them 
out. We have come across places like 


this where people, gel burned up. I 
would rather have her alive and 
healthy and living with a friend or in 
Community House than looking at a 
charred body in a garage." 

Besides, officials note that two- 
dwelling occupancy is prohibited 
under the zoning for the neighborhood. 

Billman says she has friends in the 
Kelso area, but they have no place for 
her to stay. Of her, five sons, she 
doesn’t kno w w here two arc and 
doesn^t want ihc others to lake her in. 

It's nobody’s business that “I’m 
willing to live like this to make some 
extra money and to help people who 
need help," she said. “This place is not 
unhealthy and it’s not unsanitary." 

Billman said the eviction was a 
wrongful^ nfringe ment on her liberty. 


"I don’t need all the paper protection 
crap they’re cramming down people's 
throats all the lime.*’ she said. "We're 
so overprotected that soon you won’t 
be able lo go to the bathroom your- 
self.:' 

A former restaurant dishwasher, she 
now subsists on Social Security dis- 
ability. She says she's been married six 
limes and was treated for emotional 
problems after her father, mother and 
husband all died in a six-month period 
six' years ago.

Jaipes Miller, who staged a similar 
prank at a Las Vegas boxing match last 
year, was hauled off to jail soon after he 
landed his propeller-driven parachute. 
Me faced six charges of violating public 
order and air regulations, police said. 

Queen Elizabeth |I wasn't home and 
missed the spectacle as Miller set down 
on her roof, stripped off his pants and 
revealed he was painted green from the 
waist down. Police said he tan toward a 
flag pole above the entrance to the 
palace, and taunted them. 

He was unarmed, and no member of 
the royal family was in danger, 
Scotland Yard said. 

Police spotted Miller as he flew 
nloiig the River Thames, then down 
The Mall, the broad, tree-iined avenue 
between Trafalgar Square and the 
palace. . . 

He circled ab ov e the p alace before 
landing on a roof, they said. 


“At this stage, I don't know why he 
did ii," said police- Inspector Stephen 
Fillcry. 

Miller, 30, interrupted the Evandcr 
Holyficld-Riddick Bowe heavyweight 
title bout at Los Vegas on Nov. 6 by 
floating into the open-air arena on a 
paraglider. He was charged with a mis- 
demeanor. 

Last month. Miller, self-dubbed “the 
fan man,” buzzed the Los Angeles 
Coliseum during a game between the 
Los Angeles Raiders and the Denver 
Broncos. 

The identity of Miller, from 
Henderson, Nev., was confirmed by the 
U.S. Embassy. He had been in England 
for about a week, police said. 

It was the latest of a series of security 
breaches at the palace.

WELKOM. South Africa (AP) — 
A neo-Nazi leader threatened “total 
war” Saturday if whites don't get an - 
independent state, but Nelson 
Mandela rejected, the demand and 
threatened fierce retaliation against 
white attacks. 

The war talk came a week before an 
alliance of pro-apartheid whiles and 
conservative' black groups are to 
decide whether to participate in the 
nations first all-race election in April. 

A boycott by the alliance, called the 
Freedom Alliance, could increase 
political violence that has killed thou- .. 
sands of blacks' in recent years and 
threatens South Africa's ability to 
hold free and fair voting. 

At least 19 explosions have 
occurred in rural towns in the past six 
weeks, with Mandela's dominant 
African National Congress offices tar- 
geted in several of the blasts. Police 
consider 'white extremists the likely 
culprits, though no arrests have been 
made.

TWIN FALLS — Every so often the 
pint-sized hero of the Calvin and Hobbes 
comic strip is terrorized by the school bul- 
,Iy, and we chuckle as Calvin sweats his 
way through the situation. 

But it's no laughing matter for a ml 
child facing real harassment. 

And it's not much fun for the bully ei- 
ther. 

A child who hassles other kids probably 
doesn’t think much of himself, according to 
Kathy Waggoner, Lincoln Elementary 
School’s counselor. 

“A lot of times kids go out on the play- 
ground and have a hard time making 
friends, and arc not sure how to do it,” she 
1 said. “And then sometimes the response is 
to pick on others as a way of gaining atten- 
tion." 

Waggoner thinks children who come to 
school happy, have friends and arc occu- 
pied during recess time with playing struc- 
' lured games, such as basketball, don't turn 
into bullies. 

For those who do, O’Leary Junior High 
principal Wiley Dobbs is ready. 

Dobbs said bullying is a pet peeve of his, 
and one of the things he and his teachers 
don't tolcrptc. O'Leary, he says, has a no- 
~ hassle policy. 

"It deals' with sexual harassment, physi- 
cal harassment or physical abuse and with 
mental harassment — the teasing over and 
over,” he said. “We just don’t allow that 
here.” 

Bullies feel inadequate, Dobbs says, and 
it makes them feel better to strong-arm oth- 
er students. Anyone reported for bullying 
gets a heart-to-heart talk. 

“One thing we want them to become 
aware of is why they arc doing it. why they 
feel the need to bring. somebody down and. 
to make somebody feel poorly,” he said. 
— "They need To gcnSToucIf wiiinh'tise'feel” 
ings about themselves, and go about recti- 
fying those problems in a more positive 
way." 

Dobbs said sometimes this overbearing 
behavior comes about because of a conflict 
between two people, "or a group of people 
and an individual.

Here’s how to find a doctor when your child’s ready 


In your child's first three years of life, 
you’ll see your child's doctor — a pedia- 
trician -r- at least 10 times, probably more 
oficnjfiOn you see some friends. 

“you should try to meet your pediatri- 
cian as soon as you can, even before the 
baby comes. We tell new moms what they 
ca n expect from us,” says Dr. Harold Mar- 
golis of Botsford Pediatrics m'Formington 
Hills, Mich. 

The American Academy of Pediatrics 
recommends checkups at 1 month, 2 
months, 4 months, 6 months, 9 months, 12 
months, 15 months, 18 months, 24 months 
and 36 months. 

Chances arc you'll also sec the doctor if 
your baby is sick. 

Finding a good pediatrician to be part of 
your child’s team is crucial. Here’s how to 
doit: 

• Shop around. The best sources of re-

cian. ' 

• In the process, visit the office to geLa 
feeling for the atmosphere and philosophy. 

• When you’re there, ask questions, in- 
cluding: When is the office open, and how 
long is a typical wait? Who is available to 
answer telephone questions during the 
day? (A well-trained nurse can help you 
determine .whether your baby should be 
seen. Doctors should be available for cer- 
tain telephone calls. Nobody should make 
you feel like your questions arc dumb.) 

How arc rights and weekend emergen- 


cies handled? What arc the phone numbers 
for these times? With which hospital or 
hospitals is the doctor affiliated? Who 
covers for the doctor when he or she is un- 
available? JiVhat is the cost per visit, and 
how is insurance handled? Is the physician 
certified in pediatrics or family practice? 

• Once you have found a pediatrician, 

use him or her wisely. . ' 

When you call the office, give your 
name, your child’s name and nge, and 
briefly state the reason for your call. Jt’s 
best if you call early in the day so you can 
bring in your child if necessary. 

A good pediatrician will have a nurse on 
duty to talk to parents by phone, to deal 
with minor questions and help them decide 
whether tliE child should be seen. 

If the office or answering service ever 
tells you a doctor will. pall you back, they 
nlso should -give you nn approximate time. 
Then, stay off the phone. 

• When yob bring your baby to your pe- 


diatrician’s office, watch how doctors, 
nurses and support staff work. The hall- 
mark of a good office is technical skill 
combined with a love for children that 
shines through, despite the pressured 
schedule. ••

At their worst/ visits to u pediatrician 
can be long, demeaning and impersonal. If 
this is the case, it’s time to get n new pedi- 
atrician. 

At their best, visits can be times when 
you are reassured that your baby is doing 
just fine, because he has a good parent- 
doctor team watching out for his well-be- 
ing.

Quiet, more reserved types, or 
those who arc labeled "smart kids" 
in clusSi-are-oftcivvictimized, he 
said, Sometimes it's new kids on the 
block who don’t know anyone and 
are picked on. 

Other limes it’s students with 
learning problems. 

“There's a whole range of kids 
that do get picked on. or arc their 
victims,” he said. "It’s real hard to 
say who they arc exactly, because 
' there arc a number of different char- 
acteristics of each one." 

— — Hc-said-onc-of-thc-stratcgics-he 
gives these kids is to steer clear of 
those doing the bullying. 

"I tell them 'Go with your friends 
and find a new spot,' “ he said. 
"That’s hard for them to understand 
sometimes, but that works."

Bullying is just a pow- 
er struggle, he said, and kids who do 
it like to feel that power. 

“1 would like to turn those into 
leaders, because that's what they’re 
really doing — they're trying to lead 
klds'to do something, and unfortu- 
nately it’s usually lending them to do 
the wrong tiling.” he said.

What to do il your child is being 
bullied; 

• Keep the lines of communi- 
cation open: Be accessible. Lis- 
ten. Ask questions. Take his com- 
plaint seriously. 

• Ask your child how it should 
be handled: Some kids want their 
parents to deal with the situation; 
others don't want their parents to 
have anything to do with it. 

• Use the direct approach: Talk 
to the bully, if you know him. Sug- 
gest — gently — that he stop 
calling names or pushing other 
kids around. Offer alternatives. 

■ Be alert to changes in your 
child's behavior: Kids often won’t 
confide in their parents about be- 
ing bullied, but a drop in grades or 

get those kids we're going to term 
'bullies' to channel their energies 
into a positive light, they can a lot of 
times be the leaders that we need for 
the positive side of things.” 

Remaley said he goes out of his 
way to making contact with these 
kids once or lwice every school day. 
He might sec them in the halls, their 
classrooms or the playground. 

“I'm in the lunchroom almost ev- 
ery day and all the kids see me, and 
that’s when I usually take these kids 
under my wing," he said. ‘Til go up 
to them - and say, 'How nrc you do- 
ing?

been doing quite well lately. And 
adult supervisors who notice a posi- 
tive action, such as a child or group 
of children tfSlping a^littlc girl who 
had hurt herself get up off the 
ground, might reward this with a 
yellow “paw card,” which symbol- 
izes the Huskies, the school's mas- 
cot. 

The kid who receives the card is 
told to take it to his classroom, and 
report that he helped sqmconc, anil 
that by so doing- he helped his class 
cam a "Husky mile.” 

Steelman said each classroom has 
a poster with picture of a husky 
pulling a sled, encouraging the chil- 
dren to go the extra mile. There's a 
pocket in the sled for index cards to 
record their miles.. 

For the miles they earn, students 
arc rewarded with special quarterly 
activities. In December, several 
classes had a surprise visit from 
Steve Irons, coach of the College of 
Southern Idaho men’s basketball 


team, and his players. Afterward, the 
chosen classes assembled in the gym 
and listened to the players talk about 
team effort — how in order to func- 
tion und accomplish things in life, 
people sometimes need to work to- 
gether and follow standards. 

The kids arc getting this type of 
external reward now, but Steelman 
said the goal is eventually for them 
to just naturally follow these stan- 
dards.' 

"Internally we'll fcpl goodj’be- 
causc we’re getting along with each 
other," she said. "We're respecting 
olherk and we're doing the things 
-that will help us-in-lifc.”

Expecting your child to be potty 
- trained by his second birthday is like 
'expectin g a caterpillar to fly . 

At 24 months, toddlers just aren't 
ready yet. 

Most children can remain dry dur- 
ing the day bctwccrvagcs 2 and 3. 

Most remain dry at night between 
ages 2H and 5. 

So, be patient. Relax! Your toddler 
is learning something new. Don’t rush 
him. - 

Praise and ftottcry work best when, 
you ore teaching this important skill. It 
also helps to have a sense of humor 
ubout your child’s accidents, -near 
misses and bathroom triumphs. 

Unfortunately, .. a-few-parcnls-use-- 

potty training accidents as an excuse 
for hitting, kicking or even killing 
their toddlers. - ' 

This year, . 2-year-old ..Jimmy 
Williams of Detroit was whipped, 
kicked and beaten to death by a rela- 
tive because he went to the bathroom 
in the bathtub. In 1989, 2tf -year-old 
Lisa Marie Scruggs. of Kalamazoo, 
Mich., was punched, kicked and killed 
by her stepfather because she wet her 
pants. 

' Nobody knows exactly how many 
toddlers are abused each year because 
of potty training accidents. Uut con- 
flict over potty training is a common 
cause of adult violence toward tod- 
dlers, said Gloria Dunna-Brooks of 
the Child Abuse and Neglect Council 
of Oakland County. Nearly alt chil- 
dren who die of child abuse are under 
age 5- 

Don’t ever yell, scream, spank, kick 
or punish your daughter or son for 
potty training accidents. 

Also, don’t believe stories you hear 
about I -year-olds being potty (rained. 
Some older relatives might remember 
"training" it 3- or 4-month-old baby* 1 
by holding it over a chamber pot. 
ITicy might remember forcing 2-year- 
olds to sit strapped into potty chairs 
for hours, or believe toddlers wet their 
pants on purpose and deserve harsh 
punishment. 

They might even criticize you for 
waiting until your child is 2'/- to start 
potty training. Ignore their advice. 
(Show them this article!) Times have 
changed. 

In fnct, most doctors today hate the 
words “potty training." They prefer 
"toilet learning’’ or "toilet teaching." 
We now know that children control 
' their bodil y functio ns when t heir hod - 
ics are ready, usual ly’bctwecn 2 and 3 
years old. By then, when they can un- 
, derstand what they’re supposed to do. 
they’ll learn fairly easily if taught with 
kindness and patience. 

There’s another good reason to

1 . Dislikes being wot or soiled in a diaper. 

2. Tolb you when ho or she is about to go. 

3. Understands what a potty is for. 

4. Knows the words your family uses for going to the bathroom. 

5. Can pull dothing up and down without assistance. 

6. Stays dry for a couple of hours between diaper changes and wakes 

. up dry after a nap. - . _ 

7. Can relax in order to urinatd or have bowel movement.

1 . Got a potty chair and explain to your 

c hild what it’s f o r. 

2. Road him or her a book about a 
child looming to use lhepotty. 

3. Let your toddler watch same-sax 
siblings going to the bathroom. 

4. Dress child in dothes that are easy 
to put on and take of!. 

5. Take your child to the potty, a few I 
times a day. a few minutes each time. I 

6. Expect accidents. 

7. If your toddler doesn't get the hang 
of it after a few weeks, put him or her 
bock in diapers and forget about it for a 
while. Don't wait until you're frustrated 
and angry. Try again In a month or two. 

8. II you can afford them, disposable 
Pull-Ups aro a good Idea. Unlike 
diapers, they're easy for a child to pull 
down. Uko a diaper, aeddents don't 
mean leaks or wot beds. Gradually 
switch over to underpants or training

Like any Olympic city, Lillchammcr is filled with 
official Olympic products for sale, although some — 
the Official Goat Cheese of the 1994 Winter Games, 
for'cxumple — arc probably unique.

While most people seem busy, one group — the 
snowplow drivers — seems harried. Day and night, 
they prod their roaring bulldozers, plows and trucks 
in a battle with the snow the keeps burying the city. 

For years, organizers worried that a series of 
warm winters would continue, forcing them to haul 
. in snow from the mountains. 

Now. trucks arc hauling snow out of the venues. 

It’s cold, and meteorologists say it might get cold- 
er, perhaps loo cold for some events. 

At night, the lighted ski jumps in the hills above 
town help break the gloom of winter on the northern 
fringe of Europe. 

During Ihc day the ski-jumping stadium, with a 
commanding view of the Olympic region, is awash 
with people practicing for the opening ceremony.

Official Olympic products arc so.' 
popular that even Norwegian sheep, 
goats and cows arc wearing them. 

“One of the conditions of being 
allowed to make a licensed product 
was that the manufacturer had a 
national distribution network," said 
Judith Gloppcn of the organizing 
committee's licensing office. "The 
Moen Cowbell Factory said that 
was no problem on the official cow- 
bells- because it delivers bells to 
almost every sheep in the country." 

Gloppcn said the factory claims 
that livestock all over Ihc country 
are wearing official Lillchammcr 
cowbells even though there arc no 
athletes around to cheer on.

Most of the trinkets, products and 
souvenirs are of high quality, made 
of wool, pewter, steel, wood, or 
other natural materials Norwegians 
have been using since Viking times.

At grocery stores, there is indeed 
official bread, as well as milk, 
snacks, soft drinks, juice and beer. 

Sometimes Norwegians laugh at 
their own products, especially- when 
they play on the official Norwegian 
abbreviation for the Olympic 
Games, which . is ”OL" for 
Olympiske Leker. 

For example, the Norwegian 
word for beer is “ol," actually 
spelled which the Scandinavian let- 
ter that looks like an ‘O' with a 
slash through it. 

Official beer — “01-94" — is 
close enough to OL-94 — the offt-— • 
cial abbreviation of the Games — to 
make usually quiet Norwegians 
guffaw. 

The same applies to the official 
herring of the Game, because the 
Norwegian word for herring is 
“sild” and the word' for flame is " 
“fid.” The Olympic herring "OL- 
Sild” ended up sounding a lot like 
the Olympic flame. “OL-lld."

“I'm very pleased with their progress," 
said William.

“They have not 
turned the comer to take market share 
back. But they know where the comer is.” 

A year ago, Schwinn was headquartered 
in Chicago, and according to Crain’s 
Chicago Business the company was $75" 
million in debt. For decades, Schwinn had 
set the product and profit standards in the 
bicycle industry. In the 1950s, one out of 
every four bikes sold in the United States 
was a Schwinn; And despite some finan- 
cial faltering in the early 1980s, Schwinn 
came back and saw its profits peak in 
1986 at $7 million. 

But all that ended in bankruptcy court 
in October 1992. 

Management of the company had been 
handed down to the oldest son of the old- 
est son for four generations. 

But in the 1970s and 1980s, Schwinn 
didn’t evolve with the industry. While 
other companies were hip to bicycle 
“moto-cross" raping and Inter mountain 
bikes and heavily marketed their prod- • 
ucts, Schwinn stuck with its sturdy, b nyj r 
bikes and relied heavily on name recogni- 
tion for its marketing. 

Then came Scott. 

“We didn’t know what we got when we 
bought it," said Tom Stcndahl, Scott 
chief executive officer.

Does Dow 
drop mean 
dead bull?

. Has the bear come out of hibernation? 

The 96.24 point drop in the Dow Jones 
industrial average Friday was the biggest 
drop in since November 1991 for that 
widely watched yardstick. Investors are 
now wondering if the bull market that has 
raged since late 1990 may finally be head- 
ing for the posture. 

“Monday should be interesting,” Jon 
Grovemnn, president of the investment 
firm Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., dead- 
panned after Friday's decline on Wall 
Street. 

Analysts have been saying for months 
that stock prices were unrealistically high 
and were due for at least a temporary dc- ' 
clinc. The market’s January run-up of 6 
percent — with the Dow closing at an all- 
time high on Jan. 3 1 — added to the con- 
viction that it wouldn't take much to spark 
a sharp scltoff. 

The Federal Reserve provided the spark 
’ Friday morning when it said it was raising 
the federal funds rate a quarter of a per- 
centage point, to 3.25 percent. Rising in- 
terest rates arc generally perceived as bad 
news for stocks, and investors wasted no 
time reacting with "sell" onkw^~^ 

“The market was primed for something 
like this," said Bill Efgjdwin, co-director of 
equities at Rauschcr Pierce Refsnes in Dal- 
las. Added Groveman: “The market was 
full of air, and it got pricked a little bit." 

But will the slide continue? Baldwin 
thinks the ease for rising stock prices is 
still sound. 

He secs solid support for stock prices at 
the 3625 level of the pow Jones index. 
And in his view, this market can absorb a 
5 to 1 0 percent correction and still rebound . 
to higher levels. 

“I don’t see anything here that tells me 
the party’s qver," he said.

New year ushers in new tax changes

WASHINGTON — Millions of people 
may be pleasantly surprised when they start 
work on their 1993 federal tax returns. Last 
year’s big deficit-reduction plan didn't 
raise their income taxes at all. 

The new law, in fact, raises income-tax 
rates only on the wealthiest 2 percent of 
couples and individuals. That increase ap- 
plies retroactively to Jan. 1, 1993, meaning 
it. must be calculated on. returns due April 
15. But any 1993 tax increase caused by 
the higher rates may be paid in three annual 
installments. 

The law also will require the 13 percent 
of Social Security beneficiaries with the 
highest income? to_pay tax on a bigger 
share of their benefits. 

But that change was not retroactive; it 
took effect Jan. 1, 1994, and will be reflect--

WASHINGTON (AP) — Now 
that the Internal Revenue Service is 
catching up to the computer age, 
the agency ik trying to keep the' 
crooks out of the game. 

The IRS is heavily promoting the 
electronic-filing system, with its 
promise of quicker refunds, fewer 
errors and less clerical work. But it 
is having to tighten the rules a bit in 
an effort to halt the fifing of fraudu- 
lent returns. 

More than 12.3 million returns 
were filed electronically .last year. 
Fewer than 0.25 percent were found 
to be fraudulent, costing the gov- 
ernment about S20 million in re- 
( funds. Nearly one-third of the bo- 
gus returns were from first-time fil- 
ers. ; 

This year: 

* The IRS will check the Social 
Security number of any child iden- 
tified on electronic returns claiming 
the earned- income credit’, a major 
tax benefit for low-income working 
families with children. Ninety-eight 

, percent of last year’s fraudulent 
electronic returns claimed the cred- 
it. 

* The worker's W-2 wage form 
will be matched by IRS computers 
to verify that it contains it valid em- 
ployer identification number. 

* First-time filers will not be able 
to use direerdepositr in- which the 
IRS sends refunds directly to a tax- 
payer’s bank account. 

An electronic return may be pre- 
pared by u taxpayer or a profession- 
al. but it must be transmitted to the 
IRS by an approved filing service, 
usually for a fee in the S35 range. 
Some return preparers will transmit 
a return at no additional cost if they 
arc paid to prepare jt. 

The taxpayer still must sign a 
piece of paper — Form 8453 — 
which the fifing service mails to the 
IRS along with the taxpayer's W-2 
wages form’. 

A day or two after the filing, the 
IRS will send the transmission 
company electronic acknowledge- 
ment that the return has been re- 
ceived and thill there are no govern- 
ment claims — such as delinquent 
student loans — against a refund. 

Within three weeks, the refund 
should he in hand. Another week 
can he saved if the IRS is autho- 
rized to electronically deposit the 
check into u hunk. 

That is three to five weeks faster 
than under the old system of mailed

Earthquake, cold weather

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Despite history of safety, 
mutual funds carry some risk 
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NEW YORK (AP) — As Ameri- 
can investors try to educate them- 
selves about the ins and outs of mu- 
tual funds, much. of their confusion 
focuses on die word “risk.” 

Every time they arc surveyed, 
would-be fund buyers seem to testi- 
fy that they simply don't understand 
the basic risks involved. 

On the other hand, once they arc 
aware of hazards, they often appear 
determined to avoid them at all 
costs 1 — as if investment success 
were simply a matter of eliminating 
risk from the process. 

One center of activity in the bat- 
tle over risk has beennhe nation's 
bank branches, where products like 
mutual funds and annuities arc now 
marketed alongside traditional vehi- 
cles such as certificates of deposit 
that arc "covered by federal deposit 
insurance. 

By all the evidence, -bank cus- 
tomers arc hazy, at best, on which 
of the merchandise is federally in-- 
■ sured and which isn't. 

"We sec a distressing pattern of 
confusion and false comfort on the 
part of bank customers, a very- sub- 
stantial portion of whom do not 
seem to grasp that banks arc no 
longer just in the business of selling 
FDIC-insurcd products ," says Craig 
Gocttsch, an Iowa securities regula- 
tor and president of the North 
American Securities Administrators 
Association. 

“When the next market correction 
takes place, millions of U.S. con- 
sumers could learn the hard way 
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lhat would make whatever return 
money funds were earning look 
great by comparison. 

But the risk of a market “correc- 
tion” may be worth taking, if you 
understand it and can afford to ride 
.. it out As financial professionals arc

The same bacteria that caus- 
es strep throat may also lead to 
rheumatic fever and rheumatic 
heart disease, which frequently 
causes permanent hear t damage.

Since strep throat comes first, 
the best protection against rheu- 
matic fever is a quick, accurate 
strep infection diagnosis and

FEVER AND HEART DISEASE 

Fortunately, not all sti;ep 
throats are followed by rheu- 
matic' fever. When they are, the 
disease usually develops within 
about four weeks of the throat 
infection. 


Although strep thrpat can be 
diagnosed by a throat culture ex- 
amination. there is no single 
symptom, sign or laboratory test 
that indicates acute rheumatic fe- 
ver, according to the AHA guide- 
lines for diagnosis of the disease 
published in its scientific journal 
Circulation. 

The following arc the five 
major features of rheumatic 
fever, although they may not 
all accompany the disease, 
Dr. Dajani says: 

Joint problems. Swelling,' 
soreness, redness and stiffness 
usually affect the larger joints— 
knees, ankles, elbows and 
wrists. 

Carditis. Inflammation of the 
heart may trigger a detectable 
heart murmur. 

Chorea. Uncontrollable, ran- 
dom, rapid, jerky movements 
may indicate rheumatic fever. 

Rash. A bright pink rash may 
be present. 

Lumps. Firm, painless nod- 
ules may appear under the skin, 
especially arountj joints. 

.. While the name rheumatic 
- fever might imply elevated, body 
temperature, fever is not a 
■ major indicator of the illness. A 
fever is generally present only .. 
early in the course of an untreated 
case.

“The average supermarket is lull of low-fat or even fat-free foods. If you want; 
them, they are there. And you don’t have to search high and low to find them,” 
says William Castclli, M.D., who teaches Harvard medical students how to shop 
for low-fat foods. He also directs the Framingham (Mass.) Heart Study, the 

largest and longest-running study of heart disease in the world. , 

Dr. Castclli believes in the American Heart Association's guidelines for a 
healthful diet: No more than 10 percent of total calories should come from 
saturated fat, tire kind that leads to clogged arteries. “For the average, healthy 
American, that translates into about 22 grams of saturated fat a day," he points 
out “If you’ve got a heart condition, you need less. But most Americans right- 
now eat about 44 grams of saturated fat a day." 

' Why count grams of saturated fat? 

“Because the grams are right on the package," he says. “It’s an easy way to be 
sure that you're buying low-fat foods." 

To prove his point. Dr. Castclli searches supermarket shelves for low-fat 
foods. Grab your grocery cart and follow him as he offers smart-shopping tips. 

Produce. According to Dr. CasteHi, “You can’t go wrong in this department. 
Most produce is naturally low in fat, with the exception of avocados. And the fat 
in avocados is monbunsaturated. not the more harmful saturated kind." 

He concurs with the National Institutes of Health recommendation that you 
should eat at least five servings of fruits and vegetables every day to safeguard 
health. “Fruits and vegetables are a crucial part of a low-fat diet, which helps 
protect you from major health problems, such as heart disease, obesity and 
cancer. Plus, many fonts and vegetables contain anti-oxidant vitamins E, C and 
beta carotene, a form of vitamin A. These protect against heart disease and 

cancer," he says. ; - 

His tip: Pile your plate high with fruits and vegetables, and eat them raw or 


lightly steamed. “Don't ruin them by drowning 
them in high-fat sauces or butler." 

Dairy. Although still home to some of the fattest 
foods in the supermarket, this haven for milk 
and cheese now boasts a wide range, of low-fat 
products. ' 

“The dairy case has really undergone some 
amazing changes," Dr. Castelli sayB. “It wasn't all 
that long ago that you were lucky if you could even 
find skim milk." 

His tip: Look for low-fat versions of your favorite 
dairy products. For instance, sour cream, yogurt 
and many cheeses-rdnduriing cheddar, cottage a nd 
cream cheese — are available in either reduced-fat 
or fai-free varieties. 

Keep in mind, however, that even reduced- 
fat dairy products may contain rather high 
amounts of fat. Dr. Castelli says. Use these prod- 
: ucts sparingly.

-fat counterparts, -Dr.Castefli saya.-Ihatis especially— 
true of no-fat cheeses, margarines and skim milk. 
You may have to try them several times before 
your taste buds adjust to the difference. 

Poultry, fish and red meat Before you put any 
of these animal proteins into your cart remember 
to think small. You want to eat no more than 
6 ounces of poultry, fish or red meat per day— 
that’s roughly th«r size of two decks of cards. 

“Don’t make meat the primary focus of your 
meal," Dr. Castelli says. “Think like the Chinese. 
They put their emphasis on vegetables, with meat 
more or less a condiment" 

His tip: When shopping for poultry, don’t over- 
look turkey. A skinless turkey breast is almost fat- 
frcc. 

“1 know people hear this all the time, but it’s 
worth repeating: Pull the skin off your poultry. 
That’s where all the fat is. And don’t smother a 
perfectly good turkey or chicken breast in butter 
or some other high-fat sauce,” Dr, Castelli says. 

When it comes to fresh fish, the advice is simple: 
Choose any kind you like. “Fresh fish is wonderful. 
It is all excruciatingly low in saturated fat Again, 
don’t take a low-fat food and make it high in fat by 
cobking it in butter or frying it," Dr. Castelli says. 

If you crave an occasional hamburger or steak, 
beef that is as lean as poultry is available. Unfortu- 
nately, not- all supermarkets carry it

-thing.quick.to fix, frozen dinners often fit the bill. 
Five minutes in the microwave, and you’ve got a 
meal. But how nutritious are they? 

"Frozen dinners have come along way since 
they were known as TV dinners," Dr. Castelli says. 
“Back then, they were loaded with fat and some 
still are. But you can get some decent ones now 
that don’t contain too much fat" 

His tip: To quickly sort the din- 
ners with the highest fat from the 
ones with the lowest concentrate 
on brand names.

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Leading theory of atherosclerosis 


ARTERY INJURY CAUSES HEART ATTACK 


A therosclerosis is the 
leading cause of heart 
attack and stroke in the 
United States, according 
to the National Heart, 
Iaiiir and Blood Institute. 

Atherosclerotic plaque, which 
can build up and partially or to- 
tally block the flow of blood 
through an artery, is often lik- 
ened to scale or sludge forming 
on the inside of pipes. However, 
many researchers consider this 
description an inaccurate one. 

“Arleriesare living, breathing 
tissues, not pipes,” says Robert 
Wissler, M.D., Ph.D., distin- 
guished service professor of pa- 
thology at the University of- 
Chicago and program director for 
the mnssive, ongoing Radiobio- 
logical Determinants of Athero- 
sclerosis in Youth research 
project. “Plaque buildup is not 
similar to incrustation in a 
drainpipe." 

‘Plaque’ buildup takes place 
within die artery wall," adds Rus- 
sell Ross, Ph.D., professor and 
chairman of pathology at the Uni- 
versity of Washington in Seattle. 

| LIFESTYLE HARMS ARTERIES 

Various theories exist to ex*, 
plain die origins of atherosclero- 
sis, an extremely complicated 
disease, in which numerous fac- 
tors conic into play and set off a 
chain reaction of life-threatening 
events. Perhaps die most widely 
held is die response-to-injury the- 
ory, accepted by many scicndsts 
studying life at its most funda- 
mental level— die cell. 

First proposed by Dr. Ross, 
this theory states that subdc, 
nearly undetectable injury occurs 
to the endothelium, the single 


layer of cells 
that lines die in- 
ner walls of 
blood vessels. 

•High-fat diet, 

high blood pressure and cigarette 
smoking are considered main 
players in early endothelial injury. 
Injury caused by one or a combi- 
nation of several factors may re- 
sult in little or no change to actual 
cell structure. “But the injury 
may cause altered cell function," 
Dr. Ross says. 

The body responds to the in- 
jured vessels by sending white 
blood cells to begin the work of 
repair and healing, much as it 
would respond to a scraped knee. 
Those cells, principally mono- 
cytes, encounter an endothelium 
no longer able to perform one of 
its primary func- 
tions— that of acting 
as a protective, non- 
stick barrier between 
blood and dssue. “The 
endothelial cells in ef- 
fect become leaky,"

“Most blood clots form when 
the plaque fissures or ruptures,"

4 ways to beat 
heart disease 

The AmericatvHeart Associa- 
tion (AHA) lists four steps you 
can take to reduce'your risk 
of heart attack and stroke: 

Lower your cholesterol. 
According to the National . 
Heart. Lung and Blood Insti- 
tute (NHLBI), lowering blood 
cholesterol will slow plaque - 
buildup In arteries and can 
even reverse the disease 
process. All adults 20 and 
older should have their cho- 
lesterol measured, according 
to the NHLBI. 

Lower your blood pas- 
ture. properdletandjnedlcB- 
tion can keep blood pressure 
within. healthful limits and 
lessen your risk of heart 
attack and stroke. 

Stop smoking. Smokers' 
risk of heart attack Is more 
than twice that of non-smol}- 
ers, according to the AIJA. 
However, when people stop 
smoking, regardless of how 
long or how much they’ve 
smoked, their risk rapidly 
decline's. 

Get a move on. Regular .

It's not easy to figure out exactly what goes on Inside an 
artery, but scientists are learning more all. the time 
about the damage a diet high In fat and cholesterol can 
do to your valuable vessels. 

Maybe you've heard atherosclerosis described 
os lime encrusting the Inside of a pipe. But your 
arteries don't have that kind of buildup, says Robert 
Wissler, M.D., Ph.D.. lead researcher for the ongoing, 
nationwide Pathological Determinants of Atherosclerosis 
in.
